Its object will be to investigate 
and to present to tbe world a demonstrative exposi or the 
causes of tbe wretchedness, degradation and crime which 
now prevail in tbe world, and to unite in cooperative 
labours for the annihilation of those causes. 

2. There shall be a general meeting of the Society held 
annually, at such time and place a 3 the Executive Com¬ 
mute shall appoint, of which due notice will be given. 

3. The officers of the Society shall be a President, seven 
Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, Corresponding and Recording 
Secretaries, and an Executive Committee composed of 
the above-named officers, with the addition of fourteen 
members, whose duty shall be such as properly belong to 
their positions respectively. Tbey shall be elected at the 
annual meeting, and shall hold their offices until others 
are elected. 

4. The Executive Committee shall meet monthly, and 
shall have a general superintendence of the affairs of the 
Society ; they shall make arsangemsnts with publishers of 
respectable periodicals for disseminating light through 
the columns of their publications, and shall employ agents 
for the advancement of the cause. 

6 . All expenses of the Society shall be defrayed by 
voluntary contributions.

A case involving the right of a negro to sit in the family 
Circle of a theatre was decided in the Boston Superior 
Court ou Friday last. The plaintiff, McCrea, purchased a 
ticket to the family circle of the Howard Atheussum, to 
which part of the house he was subsequently refused ad¬ 
mittance on the ground of colour. On his behalf it was 
argued by Mr. Andrew tbat the sale of a ticket to any 
part of a theatre was of the nature of a contract, which 
the manager was bound to execute; and that tbe act 
Which entrusted to the city officials the power to license 
places of public entertainments gave the licensed uo right 
to exclude coloured persons. 

Mr. Durant replied, in defence, that the anthority to 
grant licenses of public amusements was conferred only for 
the preservation of order and good morals ; and that the 
possession of such a license did not imply any obligation 
analogous to that of innkeepers to entertain all comers, as 
was claimed by the counsel for the prosecution. He also 
contended thu the sale of a ticket was not of the natu e 
of a contract, on account of the patent ambiguity of tbe 
ticket itself, on which the words “ Howard Athenssum ” 
did not appear.

THE HOME OF CHARLOTTE BRONTE. 


On arriving at Bradford, one of the most populous 
and smoky of the many populous and smoky manufacturing 
towns of Yorkshire, I was told that Haworth was but 
ten miles distant; and preferring to make the journey on 
foot, soon found myself beyond the suburbs of the town, 
and out of the suffocating influence of its smoke. The 
first thing to be done was to find which was the Haworth 
road, and to this end I made inquiries of a native respect¬ 
ing the locality of the Mecca of my pilgrimage— 
Haworth, the home of Charlotte Brontd.

It is 
seldom that I use the word ‘ poor,’ which has now slipped 
from my pen ; bnt she so loved life, her lot was so singu-

So I again asked which was the road to Haworth. 

“Haworth?—Haworth?” said native No. 2, doubt- 
ingly. “ I doan’t know nowt of it; but p’raps you mean 
Otley ? ” 

No, I assured him I did not mean Otley, butHawortb, 
a village about ten miles from Bradford. At this they 
all shook their heads, and a third native suggested Skipton; 
but the suggestion was not received with favour. Feai- 
ing that my pronunciation of the name might not be cor¬ 
rect, I asked if they knew of Hayworth; but they did 
not know Hayworth. 

Perhaps they knew Hyworth ? No, they were equally 
ignorant of Hy worth? It might be Heeworth, 1 sug¬ 
gested ; but they had not the remotest idea of Heeworth. 
I then tried Howorth without effect, and even went so 
far in the list of vowel sounds as to feebly articulate 
Huworth. Here one of the natives, who bad been for 
some time in a deep brown study, said that p’raps the 
gentleman meant Horth. I said it was very probable, 
and the speaker adding something about Horth on the 
moors, 1 assured him that it was the place, and received 
directions to go two miles or more to the Bar-gate, 
and then turn short to the left, while one sententious 
native made a general observation to the effect that if a 
body wanted to go to Horth, why didn’t a body say he 
wanted to go to Horth at once’t and be done with it, 
apparently quite oblivious of the fact that the body had 
been trying very hard to say so for some time. 

This part of Yorkshire consists of a succession of roll¬ 
ing hills, highly cultivated, but destitute of foliage, and 
unpleasantly bare and naked. The different farms are 
divided by fences of dark stone that stretch along the hill¬ 
sides in dismal black lines, cutting them up into little 
squares and giving quite a sombre aspect to a landscape 
already sufficiently dull and dreary. The houses also add 
to the peculiar efleet of the scene, being built of a sullen 
brown stone, and standing, or rather crouching, in low 
clusters of half a dozen each, as though they feared being 
left singly and alone on the exposed hills. But while this 
mutual propinquity destroys all the idea of rural retire¬ 
ment, the houses are at the same time not sufficiently 
numerous in any one place to form a village, as each row 
is a mile or more distant from its next neighbour. Yet 
with all these unprepossessing features there is some¬ 
thing strangely attractive in the scenery, the numerous 
hills and dales constantly assuming new aspects as you 
walk along the tortuous road. Now you catch glimpses 
of long narrow valleys, and the next moment you find 
yourself quite surrounded by rising slopes of cultivated 
ground. Now you spy a church perched in some lonely 
position on a distant hill-side, or one of the rows of little 
cottages, before alluded to, and then,glancing before you, 
a broad brown space among the green fields in the dis¬ 
tance tells you that you are approaching the famous 
moors of Haworth. As you pass over one of those 
glorious dun moors, with its richly variegated carpet of 
flowers, a scene suddenly bursts upon you, in which 
Haworth forms the chief attraction, but which even with¬ 
out this is worthy of the highest praise. 

It was toward evening that I arrived at this point, and, 
throwing myself down on a bank of flowery heather, on 
the very brink of a moor over which Charlotte Bronte 
and her sisters had often tripped, I gazed with surprised 
delight upon the exquisite scene. Beneath me was a 
long, green valley, stretching to the east, dotted with 
farm-houses and churches, while at the distance of about 
five miles were plainly visible the smoky chimneys of the' 
manufacturing town of Keighley. On the opposite side, 
the hill-slope presented a succession of cultivated fields ; 
while a little to the west another hill projected out into 
the valley, which here turned a sharp angle in a southerly 
direction. On this hill, and about half way to the sum¬ 
mit, lay the village of Haworth, rising up from the valley 
inone steep street, and crowned with the tower of the parish 
church.. Being built of the dull brown stone so preva¬ 
lent in this region, and the houses connected with each 
other so as to appear at the distance as one long unit of 
building, the whole affair looked like some huge saurian 
monster, who was creeping up the hill-side, with his head 
near the top and his tail floundering at the base. Onee 
that toad-like monster had a precious jewel iu its head, 
and you can yet see the casket. It is an old clumsy 
house, the highest iu the village, and discernible for miles 
—Haworth Parsonage, where Charlotte Bronte lived and 


lar in surviving so maoy of her family, and I trust so 
happy at last in having formed new ties, that I did hope 
for ioDger life for her, though I often feared that it could 
hardly °be. If you would do me the kindDess to furnish 
me with a few particulars ot her later years, I should be 
most thankful. She bad not written for so long that I 
do not know the name of her husband or anything con¬ 
cerning her for above two years. I have often inquired, 
but could never learn where she was living after her mar¬ 
riage ; and knowing neither her name or place of abode, 
was helpless. 

“ You may possibly be aware that I am fast following 
her; I am mortally ill, and my departure is only a ques¬ 
tion of hours or months. In these circumstances, and 
while making my arrangements in regard to my papers, 
etc., perhaps I may be permitted to inquire whether my 
letters to'O. B. have been preserved, and if they are extant 
I shall be thankful to have them returned to me, or, should 
I be gone, to my executor.

“ Meccas of the mind ” to which all true admirers of 
genius must make a pilgrimage.

He loved to compete both with authors and architects. 
But it was dangerous to conquer him. Among the later 
Emperors, Elius Verus, and his sons Numerian, Valen- 
tinian and Gratian aspired to poetic honours. Gfeta had 
perhaps almost as valid claims to literary fame from his 
alphabetic dinners. He used to give splendid banquets, 
at which the name of every dish began with the same 
letter. 

More than a thousand years pass away before we reach 
the only remaining contribution, which a throne in Italy 
has furnished to literature. Lorenzo de'Medici, the Tus¬ 
can Augustus, who lavished his treasures in the encour¬ 
agement of letters and the arts, and filled his splendid 
capital with imperishable monuments to his glory, was 
more than a monarch, deserving the title of magnificent; 
and more than a patron of poetry, scnlpture and painting. 
In the quiet of his beautiful villa, at Fresole, he was him¬ 
self filltd with that inspiration which he delighted to 
honour in others; and verses of purity, delicacy and pious 
earnestness flowed from his pen. He composed not only 
songs and sonnets, but also plays. 

If we turn to the annals of France, we find its first 
Emperor, and most illustrious ruler, inciting his benighted 
subjects to intellectual activity, as well by bis private 
example as by his public acts. Charlemagne himself 
made, or caused to be made, under his personal supervi¬ 
sion, a collection of national Frankish ballads, which is 
unfortunately lost. He actually began to write a gram¬ 
mar of the Frankish language. There is no more beau¬ 
tiful subject for the historical painter than this old mon¬ 
arch drawing his tablet and pencil from beneath his pillow 
to improve his sleepless hours by training his stiffened 
fingers to form the letters of the alphabet. The fine old 
Latin hymn, “Yeni, creator spiritus,” is attribnted to 
him. Thibaud, King of Navarre, called the Song Maker, 
is perhaps the earliest of the Freneh royal poets whose 
works have survived. His poems, like those of most of 
the crusaders, are partly amatory and partly martial. 
They were published at Paris in 1742. The sixteenth 
century might be called the age of royal authors in 
France. There was the renowned Marguerite of Valois, 
Queen of Navarre, the protector of the Protestants, the 
friend of Calvin and Beza, the author of religions writings, 
of Miracle Plays, of a Freuch Decameron, called the Hep- 
tamerou, and of fugitive pieces, which are characterized 
by genuine feeling and considerable merit. There was 
her brother, Francis I., whose name is forever identified 
with the Revival of Letters, and who courted the elegiac 
mnse not without success. • Soon after came Henry II., 
who was" warmed into poetical fervour by his ardent pas¬ 
sion for Diane de Poitiers. Charles IX. wrote verses 
which displayed some wit and readiness. We have from 
him the “ Cbasse Royale,” which has no connection with 
the famous royal hunt of St. Bartholomew’s day, but is 
aonfined to the pleasures of the chase. Jeanne d’Albret, 
the daughter of Marguerite of Valois, inherited not a 
little of her mother’s talent, and transmitted it to her son, 
Henry IV. He possessed at once the gift of eloquence 
and that of poetry. His friendship for Malherbe, and his 


degree exceedeth all tbe rest of her most humble vassals.” 
We know that in poetical repartee, whether in Latin or 
in English, she was remarkably quick and witty. 

Every school child has beard of the writings of the 
Pedant King, James I. Besides his “ Dsemonology,” 
“ Basilicon Doron,” and “A Counterblast to Tobacco,” 
there is extant a volume of “ Hi&Majesty’s Poetical exer¬ 
cises at vacant hours,” which is preserved only by the 
“ divinity that doth hedge a king.” The authorship of 
the Eikon Basilike, ascribed by some to Charles I., and 
published in his works, has been about as much discussed 
as that of the Letters of Junius. We have some pieces 
certainly from his pen, which do not give us a very exalted 
opinion of his talent, though they are not devoid of good 
sense. Two or three volumes of Memoirs and Meditations 
are imputed to James II. He had ample leisure, in the 
closing years of his life, to draw the picture of his more 
prosperous days. 

James I., of Scotland, is ranked as-second only to 
Chaucer among the poets of his time. The only piece 
which isknown to be his is “ The King’s Qubair.” It is 
characterized by great delicacy and naturalness. The 
unhappy Mary, Queen of Scots, was certainly superior, in 
poetic delicacy and power of expression, to her royal 
cousin, Elizabeth. She is claimed by the Freneh as one 
of their poets, since her training and her temperament 
were French, and her poems were written in the French 
language. She wrote Latin with ease and elegance. Her 
“ Lamentation on the Death of her Hnsband,” Francis 
II., must be considered not only as one of the best poems 
ever written by a sovereign, but as one of the very best 
productions of the brilliant sixteenth century. And with 
her we dismiss the illustrious assembly. We trust that 
this rapid review of the works of royal authors will show 
that some of them are worthy the study of us all. It is 
well for us to see human nature from every point of view. 
The observations and meditations of a monarch often dis¬ 
cover or suggest truths that escape the great mass of men. 
The world presents itself to him in a peculiar light. Let 
us thank him if he transmits a truthful picture of it to 
posterity .—Christian Review.

It bad been cloudy and lowering during the day, and 
as I admired the scene, which eveu under these disadvan¬ 
tages was truly beautiful, tbe sun, as he declined toward 
the west, threw out spears of light through a rift in the 
clouds, and they fell with full force upon the village of 
Haworth, while the surrounding country lay in deep 
shade. For several minutes the light lingered around the 
old church, and hovered over the now famous parsonage, 
and then died away, not to return until, in renewed glory, 
it would shine the next morning from the east; and this 
little incident seemed like an emblem of the life of the 
marvelous woman of that village—Charlotte Bronte. 

Passing up the long, steep street of the village, I wended 
my way to the Black Bull I on, the same in which poor 
Bran well Bronte entertained with his boyish wit so many 
a wearied traveller. On the way I was slightly alarmed 
by hearing a fearful noise directly behind me, as of the 
tramp of a heavy charge of cavalry. Stepping quickly 
to one side, to avoid the impending danger, I looked 
behind and found that the much-ado-about-nothiog pro¬ 
ceeded only from a parcel of children who were following 
me up the hill, all wearing heavy wooden clogs, which 
created a tremendous clatter, each little toddling infant 
making as much noise as a mounted dragoon. It is true 
that strangers now frequently visit Haworth to do 
homage at the shrine of departed genius, yet they are not 
so familiar as to avoid notice; the juvenile Haworthians 
seem to think that stranger is a holy name, and that 
its bearer should receive due attention. Consequently I 
was escorted in state to my inn by the entire tribe with a 
noise as of the tramp of a mighty army, while infantile 
heralds announced my advent by running before my face 
and crying out, “ Mother, here’s a man! Look at ta 


ROYAL LITERATURE. 


What student of history has not. often desired to learn 
the personal characteristics of the kiogg and tbe emperors 
whose career he has traced? Who has not longed to 


The next morning was Sunday, and at the parish church 
I heard an able discourse from Mr. Nicholls, the husband 
of Charlotte Bronte. He is a man in the prime of man¬ 
hood, reserved and dignified in manners (indeed too much 
so to obtain a local popularity), and preaches a sound, 
forcible, and by no means sleepy sermon. In the after¬ 
noon he read the service, and during the singing of the 
hymn I observed an old man, with a preposterously big 
white neckcloth, burying up his face to the nose, walk 
feebly up the aisle, his hand sbadfog his eyes as he slowly 
picked his steps. He was dressed in a black gown, and 
as he ascended the pulpit I knew at once that he was the 
venerable father of Ellis, Acton, and Currer Bell—the 
Rev. Mr. Bronte. He chose for bis text a few verses 
from the Lamentations of Jeremiah, and proceeded to 
give extempore paraphrases or explanations of each pas¬ 
sage, using no notes whatever. I could not but be sur¬ 
prised with the fluency and eloquence of the language of 
this reverend octogenarian, and could not but feel affected 
by tbe quiet earnestness of his manner. Mr. Bronte 
preaches regularly once in each Sabbath, and his congre¬ 
gation maintain for him the strongest affection. An un¬ 
favourable impression seems to exist in America in regard 
to this gentleman, in consequence of the description of 
his personal characteristics in Mrs. Gaskell’s life of his 
daughter, but no such impression exists among those who 
know him best. Though so old, he yet takes the greatest 
interest in passing events ; and, at an interview I subse¬ 
quently had with him, he exhibited an acquaintance with 
the minutiae of American politics that was really surpris¬ 
ing. He is an enthusiastic admirer of our country and 
her institutions, and, as such, expressed himself in no 
measured terms. 

Stopping into a little stationery store to make a few 
purchases, I entered into conversation with the proprietor, 
who has known the Brontes, and especially Charlotte, 
long and intimately, and is several times referred to in her 
memoirs ; indeed Miss Bronte, in a letter to Mrs. Gaskell, 
mentions him as her “ one friend in Haworth.” With 
this gentleman I strolled over the moors behind the par¬ 
sonage, along the same path over which the three sisters 
had so often strolled together. When the other two sis¬ 
ters had passed away, Charlotte still came out to take her 
lonely walk, day after day, upon the long, cold moors. 
And beautiful, as well as grand, they are, indeed. Instead 
of the vast, desolate spaces we generally imagine, they 
present to view an immense slope, carpeted with the deli¬ 
cate purple heath-flowers, with here and there a gay but¬ 
tercup varying the general tint. Dark blue bilberries 
grow around in abundance, and if you look closely on the 
ground you will see bright green patches of moss, through 
which spriDg up the spray-like leaves of the wild fern, 
Oftentimes tbe wind passing over the moor plays with thi( 
gay heather-bells, and they gently wave to and fro like’ 
nodding plumes. Far away stretch long, green valleys 
of cultivated fields, while beyond these are high hills, some 
covered with other moors, while some are^variegated with 
fields of green grass and yellow grain. The wind in the 
warmest summer days is always cool, and tbe air fresh. 
No wonder, then, that the Bronte sisters loved the moors. 

“ I have often met Charlotte here,” said my friend, 
“when, alter the death of her sisters,she walked here 
alone, wrapped in meditation. She was very short-sighted, 
and I would step aside a fow feet so as not to diaturb her 
but she used to say afterward that she always wanted me. 
to speak to her when I met her thus, for one friendly word | 


him simply as a man? We have little sympathy with 
those hypercritical ascetics who so stoutly condemn the 
recorded gossip of court raconteurs. Many an incident, 
many a trivial jest even, flashes a light upon tbe character 
of the central figure to which all courtiers’ eyes are turned. 
History may indeed be written with such power that we 
can see great events moving on in stately profession; but 
biographies aud sketches of the numerous actors in the 
scenes of tbe past transport ns into the very midst of those 
busy and brilliant personages, and make us sharers in 
their joys and sorrows. We should despise no aid which 
can help us relume and vivify the years that have rolled 
away. We may go back into the days of our fathers. 
We may multiply our lives indefinitely, and bring to our 
daily duties the experience of centuries. 

But it is not alone in biographies of kings and sketches 
of courts that we may acquaint ourselves with the pecu¬ 
liarities of monarchs. We should study them in the 
writings of monarchs themselves. There is what may be 
distinctively called a Royal Literature. We propose to 
glance at the long lines of sovereigns whose names have 
come down to us, and see how many of them have at¬ 
tempted to contribute by their pens to our stores of intel¬ 
lectual wealth. If an apology is needed for grouping 
together these augast writers, we may adopt that of Wal¬ 
pole, that “ Balthazar Bonifacius made a collection of 
such authors as had been in love with statues; Ravisius 
Textor of such as had died laughing; Vossius of chrono- 
logers; Bartholemus of physicians who have been poets ; 
and some one else of Frenchmen who bad studied Hebrew.” 

A3 the oldest of Grecian bards was the greatest, so are 
the earliest kings, who have recorded their thoughts, pre¬ 
eminent above all others for richness of imagination, pro¬ 
fundity of wisdom and power of expression. The sweet 
Psalmist of Israel, and his son, the Preacher, have en¬ 
lightened the understandings, and comforted the hearts, 
and rejoiced the spirits of more than fifty generations by 
a few small books, which far surpass in value all other 
royal literature. 

The first of the Roman Emperors also was, as an 
author, greatly superior to any of his successors. The 
Commentaries of Julius Cmsar are still, as they were 
eighteea hundred years ago, unrivalled by any military 
history. We study them as a specimen of manly and 
classical Latin, as our guide-book of travel in Southern 
France, as our highest authority ob the ancient Gauls, 
and as an invaluable instructor in the arts of war. Nero 
seems to have had a literary as well as a sanguinary am¬ 
bition. We can understand this when we remember that 
he was the pupil of Seneca. It is difficult to say what 
was his success iu writing. Martial calls him doctus. 
Tacitus says that he had seen his poems, and that they 
were written without any great mental effort on the part 
of the Emperor. Nero, it seems, threw out some ideas, 
as he would give orders for his dinner, and commanded 
his verse-wrights to cast them into the proper form. Sue¬ 
tonius, on the contrary, declares that the imperial manu¬ 
scripts were much blotted and interlined by tbe Emperor’s 
own band. He informs ns that Nero meditated on what 
we should regard as a more terrible calamity to his capi¬ 
tal than its conflagration, namely, a poem, in four hundred 
books, on the history of Rome. If be had accomplished 
his purpose, he would have proved nearly as prolific an 
author as Dumas, and by quite a similar process. He 
actually wrote a poem on the history of Troy. We know 
of two satires which be wrote against individuals. Most 
orobablv be afterwards lent a significance to his sports, 
L the cat does to ber playful interviews with a mouse. 
One of tbe imperial poet’s most delicate comparisons has 
been banded down to us by Fl.ny. He refers to a pas- 
sage in which Nero compares the tresses of his wile, 

P< T^us a ’not only wrote verses, but had some fame as an 
improvisatore. Pliny mentions a poem by him on a 
Meteor. Having met Nero on Parnassus, we are not 
surprised to find Domitian with him. Valerius Flaecus, 
in the dedication of his “Argonautics,’ addresses this 
Emperor as one “ who is capable of celebrating in verse 
the conquest of Jerusalem.” The great Quintilian de¬ 
grades himself more than he exalts his Sovereign, when 
he calls him the most sublime of poets, whose literary 
fame is eclipsed only by his resplendent virtues. The 
modest Nerva received from Nero the title of the Tibullus 
of his age. Pliny excuses himself for writing his light 


as his own sprightly and natural verses, display his cor¬ 
rectness of taste. Few songs are more thoroughly French 
than his “ Charming Gabrielle.” 

None of the later Bourbons has equalled the first of tbe 
line. Louis the Eighteenth wrote a very insipid descrip¬ 
tion of his flight. It was little more than a catalogue of 
what he found to eat and drink. The speeches and de¬ 
spatches of Bonaparte are too well known to require more 
than a cursory notice. The works of his nephew, the 
present Emperor, upon Artillery and the Idees Napoleon- 
iennes, are not altogether unworthy of the man, who, 
whether by artifice or genius, has a wider influence in 
Europe than any other Sovereign, except the Emperor of 
Russia. 

Alfonso the Tenth, styled the Learned, is the most dis¬ 
tinguished author who has ever sat on the throne of 
Spain. Hfe collection of laws, rather than his verses, has 
given him a lasting fame. Alfonso the Second, of Ara¬ 
gon, holds a place among the Spanish Troubadours; one 
of his songs, which is still extant, possesses some spirit. 

It is well known that a large part of the German Min¬ 
nesingers were men of noble blood, who were prouder of 
their wreaths, which they received from fair hands as a 
reward for their songs, than of the highest ancestral 
honours. Not a few of them were of princely or royal 
rank. We find among them such names as the Emperor 
Henry, Henry the Fat, of Anhalt; Otto, Margrave of 
Brandenburg; Henry, Duke of Breslau; and Winceslaus, 
King of Bohemia. With a rich and melodious tongue, 
and a hundred different rythms, they sang of spring-tim# 
and flowers, and love, in notes that thrilled the heart and 
brought tbe tremulous tear .to the eye. Cbarles„IV., the 
father of Winceslaus, left an unfinished history, entitled 
“ Oommentaria de vita Oaroli IV., Bobemiae Regis, et 
postea, Imperatoris IV.” After the days of the minstrels' 
glory depart, a loDg period elapses before a single one of 
the numerous crowned heads adds anything to the litera¬ 
ture of his country; and when we reach the works of 
Frederic the Great, we do not regret that all his ances¬ 
tors were not authors. He himself gives us twenty-three 
octavo volumes, in French, on almost every kind of topic. 
Politics, history, military affairs, poetry, metaphysics, 
religion, are all treated by him, either in formal works or 
in his fetters. The very fact that he could write such a 
quantity, and yet not neglect the manifold arduous duties 
which he imposed ou himself, shows that he was possessed 
of great activity and high literary aspirations. But be 
was far greater with his sword than with his pen. His 
writings live rather as a curiosity than as a valuable 
addition to the sum of human learning. 

Who has not heard of King Ludwig of Bavaria I He 
has more endurmg titles to fame than those which have 
made his name most widely known in onr land. He has 
been one of the most intelligent and liberal patrons of 
Art. He has also written poetry. Every one who has 
strolled around the Hofgarten, at Munich, remembers the 
inscriptions which he has placed over the frescoes on the 
walls. The two volumes of poems which be published 
many years ago contain some pieces of sterling worth. 
His fondness for partial constrnctions has called forth a 
parody on his style, which bids fair to transmit to pos¬ 
terity one of his peculiarities as a writer, and one of his 
mistakes as a man. It is, on the whole, charitable to 
hope that bis reputation will not depend chiefly on his 
poetry. 

If we review the history of Sweden, we see that her 
throne has, more than once, been occupied by an author. 
Charles IX. wrote a “ Chronique rimee de Suede,” which 
is very often cited. And where shall we find a queen 
more renowned for intellectual gifts than Ghristina ? She 
was as learned as Elizabeth of England, and perhaps pos¬ 
sessed of greater powers of expression. We have from 
her pen, Reflections on the Lite and Deeds of Alexander 
the Great, her favourite hero; Memoirs of her Life, dis¬ 
tinguished for their impartial judgment of herself; aud 
Eudymion—aD Italian Pastoral, of which she formed the 
plan and wrote some strophes, and then entrusted its 
completion to Alexander Guidi. 


Mr. Irving came out while we were exchanging salu¬ 
tations with the group under the porch—his true and easy 
step, pliant motion, admirable spontaoeousness of good 
spirits and quiet simplicitly of address giving him the pre¬ 
sence of a mac of half his age. This impression was 
somewhat corroborated, no doubt, by the summer airiness 
of his dress, and a certain juvenescence that there will 
always be about light walking shoes and a low-crowned 
bat—somewhat, too, perhaps, by the unchanged erectness 
and compactness of his well-proportioned figure—but 1 
did not realize (then nor afterwards during the day) that 
there was anything in his mien or appearance but the 
healtbfoloess of middle age—anything but the UDeom- 
pelled promptness and elasticity of vigour unabated. 

It was one of those mornings when the inside of the 
house is “ the wrong side of the door ”; and to ask ns to 
“ walk in ” would scarce have been a welcome. Mr. 
Irving leaned against one of the pillars of the piazza, 
chatting with us to the tune of soft air, foliage and sun¬ 
shine, till, the conversation turning upon the architecture 
of the house, he took me into his library to see the draw¬ 
ing of it as first built. There was, of course, a spell in 
the atmosphere of this inner sanctuary. It was on the 
north side, and the clustering ivy and foliage at the win¬ 
dows contributed to the mellowed thoughtfulness of the 
light. At the spacious writing table in the centre stood 
the one comfortable arm chair, with the accustomed blot¬ 
ting sheet, askew at the working angle, between it and 
the inkstand ; and of this blottmg sheet, by the way (no¬ 
thing legible npon it except two or three small sums in 
arithmetic, ciphered out upon the corners), I begged the 
possession ! It was the first time I had ever asked for an 
autograph, I believe, but, remembering a new volume of 
my daughter’s, and seeing at once what a treasure of an 
addition to it this memorial would be (the door-mat on 
which the thoughts of Irving’s last book bad wiped their 
sandals as they went in), I begged that he would give it 
me, writing his name first upon the least specked margin. 
Deprecatorily insisting, for awhile, that the autograph 
should at least be upon a clean sheet of paper, he finally 
complied; giving me, meantime, unsuspectingly, a price¬ 
less picture to store away in my memory—himself seated 
writing at his table. With his head a little on one side 
(as is his wont, and as all portraits represent him), the 
genial smile of his lips.“ holding still ” for a moment, and 
a covert look of humour in his eye, it was wonderful how 
much, for that single unconscious minute, he looked as 
the Sketch Book reads—how trntbful the representation 
was of the Geoffrey Crayon it conjures np to our imagi-

The immortal Alfred, of England, was as renowned for 
bis literary as for his civil and military undertakings. 
While patronizing authors with royal generosity, he him¬ 
self translated a number of works—St. Austin’s Solilo¬ 
quies, Pope Gregory’s Pastoral Care, the venerable Bede, 
Boethius de Consoktione, and Orosius. To this last he. 
added much valuable matter concerning the Teutonic 
nations, and voyages towards the North Pole and to the 
Baltic. It is said that he began to translate the Psalms. 
His fondness for hawking led him to write a treatise 
called de cuslodiendis Accipitribus. Some other small 
works are attributed to bim. When we remember the 
many great deeds of his life, his bodily infirmities, and the 
state of learning at bis time, we cannot bat be amazed 
that he accomplished so much with his pen. Worthy 
was he to lay the foundations of the Empire which has 
produced so many of the rarest geniuses of the world! 

Richard, the Lion-Hearted, might be reckoned among 
the Troubadours, for his celebrated poem, or songs in 
Provencal. It has more merit than the great majority 
of poems of that age. The biographers of Henry VIII. 
assure us that the number of his works is equal to that 
of his wives, even if we do not count the polemical treatise 
against Luther, which Luther himself did not credit to 
the royal pen. It sounds strangely to hear the following 
titles to works of the cruel and sensual king, de christiam 
hominis inslitutione, de instituenda pube, A Book of 
Prayers. His unfortunate queen, Catherine Parr, wrote 
several pious works, which are more edilyiog than those 
of her royal consort. Edward VI. is the author of some 
religious and controversial treatises, and it is said that he 
wrote a comedy called “The Whore of Babylon.” It 
was doubtless a tirade against Popery. Queen Mary left 
three prayers, or meditations. 

By tar the most learned of England’s queens was Eliza¬ 
beth. She not only read and spoke several languages 
with facility, but she also left a large number of essays, 
translations, speeches, prayers and meditations. Walpole 
gives a list of twenty of ber works, and names several 
curious and important letters which are extant. It was 
her practice to read or write something every day. She 
was not a little susceptible to the praises which were con¬ 
ferred on her writings. It would seem from the words 
of an old writer, quoted by Walpole, that she possessed 
the poetic gift. “ Last iu recital and first in degree is the 
queen, our sovereign lady, whose learned, delicate, noble 
muse easily surmounteth all the rest that have written 
before her time or since, for sense, sweetness or subtilty. 
be it in ode, elegy, epigram or any other kind of poem, 
wherein it Bhall please ber majesty to employ her pen, 

! even by as much odds as her own excellent estate and 


The drawing of the original house hung on the wall ; 
and it represents a very simple, practical and every day 
dwelling — poetical and even romantically-beautiful as 
looks Sunnyside now. It was commenced as Irving com¬ 
mences his most airy fancies—with a foundation of com¬ 
mon sense, that will be worth preserving when the gayer 
ornament shall have lost its novelty. And on the more 
perishable exterior, by tbe way, the frost of last winter 
made a beginning, killing a large portion of the luxuriant 
ivy (the original stock of which was brought from Mel¬ 
rose Abbey) covering the wall and turrets on tbe east 
side. The additions to the house—its wings, tower, bal¬ 
conied windows and projections—have been the gradual 
pleasure toil of Mr. Irving; in this view, being one of his 
“ works ”—but very much as the Sketch Book was writ¬ 
ten—and (more than most authors’ residences) to be 
therefore pictured and remembered. 

Our conversation, for the half hour that we sat in that 
little library, turned, first, upon the habits of literary 
labour. Mr. Irving, in reply to my inquiry (whether, 
like Rip Van Winkle, be bad “ arrived at that happy age 
when a man can be idle with impunity ”), said “ no”— 
that he had sometimes worked even fourteen hours a day, 
nut that he usually sits in his study, occupied from break¬ 
fast till dinner (both of us agreeing that in literary vege¬ 
tation the “do ” is on in the morning), and that he should 
be sorry to have much more leisure. He thought, indeed, 
that he should “ die in harness.” He never had a head¬ 
ache—that is, his workshop never gave him any trouble 
—but among the changes which time ha3 wrought, one, 
he says, is very decided ; the desire of travel is dead 
within him. Tbe days are past when he could sleep or 
eat anywhere with equal pleasure; and he goes to town 
as seldom as possible. 

Motley’s “ Datch Republic ” lay open on the table, 
and Irving said he had been employing a little vacation 
from his own labours in the reading of it. It had in¬ 
terested bim exceedingly. “ How surprising,” he ex¬ 
claimed, quite energetically, “ that so young a man should 
jump at once, full grown, to fame, with a big book, so 
well studied and complete 1 ” This turned the conversa¬ 
tion upon the experiences of authorship, and he said that 
be was always afraid to open the first copy that reached 
him of a new book of his own. He sat and trembled 
and remembered all the weak points where he had been 
embarrassed and perplexed, and where he felt he might 
have done better—hating to think of the book, indwd, 
until the reviewers had praised it Indifference to praise 
or censure, he thought, was not reasonable or natural. 
At least it was impossible to him. He remembered how 
he had suffered from the opinion of a Philadelphia critic, 
who, in reviewing the Sketch Book, at its first appear¬ 
ance, said that “ Rip Van Winkle ” was a silly attempt 
at humonr, quite unworthy of tbe author’s genius. 

My mention of Rogers the poet, and some other friends 
of Mr. Irving’s who had asked me about him iu England, 
opened a vein of his London recollections. He was never 
more astonished, he said, than at the success of the 
Sketch Book. His writing of those stories was so unlike 
an inspiration— so entirely without any feeling of confi¬ 
dence which could be prophetic of their popularity. 
Walking with his brother, one dull foggy Sunday, over 
Westminster Bridge, he got to telling the old Dutch 
stories which he had heard at Tarrytown, in his youth— 

| when tbe thought suddenly struck him—“ I have it I I’ll 
go home aud make memoranda of these for a book I ’’ 
And, leaving his brother to go to chnrch, he went back 
, to his lodgings and jotted down ail the data ; and, the 
next day—the dullest and darkest of London fogs—he 
sat in bis room and wrote out “ Sleepy Hollow,” by the 
light of a candle. 

I alluded to the story I had heard told at Lady Bles- 
I sington’s—of Irving going to sleep at a dinner-party, and 
their taking him np softly and carrying him to another 
house, where he waked up amid a large evening party—but 
he shook his head incredulously. It was Disraeli’s story, 
he said, and was told of a party at Lady Jersey’s, to 
which he certainly went, after a dinner-party—but not 
with the dramatic nap at the table, nor the waking up io 
her Ladyship’s drawing-room, as described. In fact be 
remembered the party as such a “jam” that he did not 
get, that evening, beyond the first landing of the staircase. 

Among the pictures on the walls of his library were 
tbe two admirable engravings—one representing Johnson 
at table with his friends, the other giving portraits of 
Scott’s intimates, as be read his novel to them in the 
library at Abbotsford.” “ Wbat company these are!” 
said Irving—“ how interesting to have them ! ” As I 
walked around, I found, in a corner, a small pen-and-ink 
sketch—an exceedingly clever caricature of Paganini. 
It was done, he said, by Stuart Newton, as he sat with 
him 0De day—done in one of that artist’s dreamy, un¬ 
conscious moods—and Irviug had taken it from under his 
hand, to preserve it. There was another, of the English 
wit, Lord Somers, a famous “ man about town ” when 
Irving was first in London; and another still,of a drama¬ 
tist whose name does not occur to me at this moment— 
both impromptu pencillings on waste scraps of paper, 
bnt framed to hang np as memorials of pleasant days. 
And in a dark corner hung Leslie’s portrait of Irving 
himself, always allowed to be the best, and so well-known 
to the world by the engravings from it. 

With the horticulture and arboriculture of “ Wolfert’s- 
dell,” Mr. Grinueli has been singularly successful; and, 
as we were to make the rounds of tbe shrubberies and 
hot-houses before the sun should be fairly vertical, we 
were now admonished that it was time—Mr. Irving at 
once taking his straw hat to accompany U3.
